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FOOTBALL SEASON 1944-1945

Fighting with all the strength they could muster, the Cardinals just weren't able to hold 
back the strong Viking line which rolled up a score of | 2-0. 

In the game against the Coronado Islanders, the boys seemed to play as a unit 
rather than as individuals for about the first time this season. However, the Green 
Wave engulfed the Cards 20-14.

With the hopes for the season pretty well dimmed out, not much was expected of 
the Sweetwater-Hoover tilt, but the Cards really turned out a thriller. In one of the most 
exciting games of the season, it looked for a while as if we might win, but again Lady 
Luck deserted us and we lost to the Red Devils, 13-7. 7 

Once more the annual clash with our cross town rival, San Diego High, rolled 
around, with the odds definitely against the Cardinals. Determined to try for a sec- 
ond-year-in-a-row victory, the Cardinal eleven came out of their huddle with the true 
Hoover fighting spirit. It was a game of very disappointing and amusing plays with 
Ricard, Lyons and Goretsas really giving the crowd a thrill. Their best efforts were of no 
avail against a superior Hiller team, however, and the Hockervillers suffered a heart- 
breaking defeat of 72-0. } 

The seventh and last game of the season was against the Rendondo Beach Sea- 
hawks, with the Holtmen back in condition and ready to go. Early in the game, full- 
back Gene Ricard booted the pigskin for a little over 80 yards to break a Southern Cali- 
fornia and possibly a national record for high school punts. Showing fine spirit, the 
Cards still lost with a score of 54-0.

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BASKETBALL SEASON 1944-45

Slated to place not higher than fourth in the city's track league, the Cardinal 
tracksters defied the so-called experts and took third place. With only four return- 
ing emblem winners, Grundstrom, Schunemann, Caldwell, and Werley, and a host of 
green sophomore boys, Coach Holt kept all but two of the opposing teams under the 
placing level. The two schools topping Hoover were Grossmont and San Diego who won 
over the Cards with the respective scores of 68 1/3 to 34 2/3 and 80!/, to 23!/,. The 
Highest score that Hoover has ever run up against an opposing team was made over 
Kearney—99 to 5. 

Rolling over La Jolla (65 to 39) and Coronado (86 to 18) the Cards came up 
against one of their toughest meets which was with Point Loma. Hoover captured 
the honors by a narrow margin of 53!/5 to 50!/. 

Lloyd Schunemann ran up the fastest mark in the 880 with the time of 2:01.7, 
establishing a new Victory League record. Earl Caldwell also smashed a league record 
and equalled the C.l.F. mark in high hurdles, taking the event in :09. He also ran the 
120 high hurdles in 15.5, setting a new school record.
